The difficulty was not that the consumer did 
not want cotton goods, nor that he was unwill- 
ing to pay more for them, but that he had not 
the means to buy them at the higher prices 
When he stopped buying the wheels had to stop 
turning 

That is where codes must inevitably break 
down—they do not increase the buying power 
of the consumer, and to raise prices against a 
stationary or declining consumer buying power 
is much like speeding up the pump when the 
well is dry; nothing comes of it but expense and 
disappointment. 

What is needed to regulate business and 
industry is that trade be freed from the artificial 
restrictions with which it has been hampered. 
Then the creation of wealth can and will pro- 
ceed freely and to the full measure possible, 
buying power will circulate; and hours, wages 
and other conditions can be adjusted to what 
extent is necessary to prevent injustice. 

Trying to codify an industry that cannot dis- 
pose of its product is a bootless and dangerous 
procedure. In this instance the code has actu-

Men have eaten the eggs of turkeys, geese, 
ducks, ostriches and even reptiles, and from a 
standpoint of nourishment there is very little 
difference between the eggs of different birds. 
However, because of economic conditions, the 
eggs of hens are most commonly used. 

It is estimated that every 
man, woman and child on this 
continent eats an average of 
two hundred eggs per year. 
Eggs are undoubtedly one of 
the most valuable forms of 
food from which protein or 
muscle building material can 
be obtained, and they may be 
prepared in such a variety of 
ways that they do not become 
tiresome. Even those who are 
attempting to use a vegetable

fare usually include eggs and in this way are 


able to keep up sufficient protein intake to 


remain well. 

Most people will find they are able to use 
somewhere between one and two eggs daily, 
and a good average for a week is probably ten 
to twelve eggs. A very large amount of the 
white of the egg may be used by anyone. A 
few people find the yolk of the egg contains 
such a large amount of sulphur and fat that it 
gives rise to digestive disturbances if used ‘to 
excess. However, one or two eggs should not 
inconvenience anyone in good health. 

In buying eggs, try to get them as fresh as 
possible, as the fresher they are the better the 
flavor. Eggs may be kept in cold storage in a 
fresh condition for a long time so that a properly 
prepared cold storage egg may almost be termed 
a fresh egg. The color of the shell is immate- 
rial, as it has nothing te do with the nutritive 
value of the gg. 

In choosing eggs it is well to pay attention 
to their size for two good sized eggs often weigh 
more than three pullet eggs. The white of the 
egg is almost pure albumen dissolved, of course, 
in water. The yglk contains a large amount of 
fat, phosphorous, sulphur, and also contains 
lecithin, which is beneficial in promoting growth 
and building a strong nervous system. Eggs 
contain vitamins A and B, and also iron. They 
are an acid-forming food and therefore must 
be balanced with large quantities of alkaline- 
forming foods and vegetables which, however, 
need not be taken at the same meal, but should 
be used sometime during the day. Some patients 
with a tendency to biliousness believe that eggs 
are bad for the liver. I find that this is true 
only when tco many other nourishing foods are 
used at the same meal or when too many kinds 
of protein are used at the same meal or on 
the same day that eggs are used. 

When cooking eggs, remember that they are 
more easily digested when partially cooked, and 
are hard to digest when used raw or cooked 
very hard. The poorest way to prepare eggs is 
ying, as this makes them hard to digest. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: R. B. H. writes: “My face is ex- 
tremely oily, and nothing I have used gives 
more than temporary relief, my nose being my 
worst trouble. Will you please tell me the cor- 
rect treatment?” 

ANSWER: An oily skin is due to the over- 
acidity of the oil glands arising fron: too great 
an assimilation of fats. This causes the nose to 
be always shiny, the pores enlarged, and the 
skin of the whole face may seem to be coated 
with oil. The scalp also shows an excess of oil. 
One so troubled should eat large quantities of 
vegetables and salads and it is a good plan to 
make one meal a day of an acid fruit alone. 
The treatment for the face is to steam it by 
holding the head over a kettle of hot water 
with a towel thrown over the head, or hot 
towels may be applied to the skin one after an- 
other. Wash very thoroughly with warm water 
and scalp.‘ An oily skin is not harmed by thor- 
ough washing Oily or greasy cold creams 
should not be used where there is excessive oil- 
iness of the skin. Always follow the steaming 
treatment and warm water cleansing by splash- 
ing cold water or even ice water on the face, or 
by sliding a piece of ice over the face. 

QUESTION—Mrs. R. H. J. asks: “Where is 
the thyroid gland located?” 

ANSWER--The thyroid gland is locatdéd just 
at the base of the neck in front and can usually 
be felt by the finger when the finger is placed 
in the little hollow at the base of the neck and 
the patient swallows, The thyroid moves up 
and down during swallowing and can be felt 
passing under the finger.

. That North Carolina clergyman 
who let a rattlesnake bite him 
and trusted in Providence to keep 
him from dying, had a big per- 
centage in his favor right from 
the start, according to Dr. Ray- 
mond L. Ditmars of the Bronx 
Zoo. 

Dr. Ditmars, who knows about 
as much about poisonous snakes 
as anyone, says that only fifteen 
per cent of the people bitten by 
rattlesnakes die, even if they re- 
ceive no medical attention what- 
ever 

This fact was doubtless un- 
known to the clergyman, and does 
not detract in the least from the 
courage with which he set out to 
test his faith, But it may help 
to account for the supposed effi- 
cacy of some of the time-honored 


“cures” for snake-bite—such, for 
instance, as the use of whisky.

A fall of one and 
a half inches of snow last night put 
all standing grains down.
